Board of Education No. 1. 

To the Annual Conference : 

Your Committee, the Board of Education, to which was 
referred the resolution on Free Tuition Scholarships in the 
Florida Conference College, beg leave to report that they 
have carefully considered the same, and recommend the fol- 
lowing amendment : 

“After the words ‘Christian Education,’ in first reso- 
lution, add on the assessment made by the Conference 
Board, and as amended that it be adopted.

Resolved, That each pastorial charge in the Florida 
Conference, which shall pay forty- five dollars for Christian 
education on the assessment made by the Conference Board, 
shall receive a Scholarship entitling the holder to free tui- 
tion in our Florida Conference College for one scholastic 
year of two terms.

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Books and Periodicals. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Committee on Books and 
Periodicals, beg to make the following report: 

We congratulate the managers of the Publishing House 
at Nashville, Tenn., and the Church whose institution it is, 
upon the prosperous condition of its affairs. Its sales, as 
well as its assets, are largely in excess of last year, and it 
has a good working capital with which to do business. We 
regret to learn, however, that there is a loss to the House on 
two most important publications, viz., The Methodist Re- 
view and the Epworth Era. Brethren, this ought not to be 
so. They are both excellent periodicals, full of the best 
thought and research in their respective fields. We are un- 
pleasantly surprised by the information that the Epworth 
Era is being supplanted to some extent by other publica- 
tions professing to cover the same ground, but issued by 
other denominations and sometimes containing sentiments 
obnoxious to us. Our Epworth Leaguers and their friends 
owe it to themselves and to their Church to give their own 
literature the preference over all others, especially when it 
is inferior to none in contents and make up. Let us rally, 
as loyal Methodists, to these, our own products, and do all 
in our power to increase their circulation and efficiency for 
good. 

We further urge upon our brethren that they use our 
own Sunday School literature in preference to any other, 
particularly when it is of the best quality and of reasonable 
cost. This is due to ourselves and to those interests we are 
bound to promote. We also commend to the most liberal 
patronage of our brethren the general organs of the Church, 
the Christian Advocate and the Review of Missions, both 
indispensable in their respective departments. 

In this connection we heartily commend the faithful 
and efficient work done by our Conference Colporter, Rev. 
R. H. Barnett, and request our brethren to make their pur- 
chases through him. 

We find that our own Florida Christian Advocate is 
worthy of a much larger patronage than it receives. Its 
editorials are of the best quality, both in matter and spirit, 
and the material contributed to its columns by others, un- 
der his wise discretion, is usually excellent and satisfactory 
to the Church. Its loyalty to our doctrines and traditions 
is most commendable. Recognizing the Advocate as our 
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organ, which is to defend the doctrines and uphold in all 
things the policy of our Church, we solicit for it that loyal 
support and liberal patronage it deserves. 

We earnestly beg our brethren to procure for them- 
selves, and for their children, the literature issued by our 
Publishing House at Nashville, the titles and prices of 
which may be obtained from our Colporter, and thereby 
counteract, as far as possible, the trashy and pernicious 
literature sown broadcast over our state, to the ruin of the 
bodies and souls of our young people, in many cases who fall, 
oftentimes, easy victims to its blighting influence. 

In conclusion, we beg to. append to this report that of 
the editor of the Advocate, and recommend its serious peru- 
sal and careful consideration by those to whom it is ad- 
dressed, and by others who ought to be interested in its con- 
tents.

Florida Christian Advocate. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Florida Annual 

Conference : 

Dear Brethren: — As the editor and publisher of the 
Florida Christian Advocate, which is your property and or- 
gan, I make this my thirteenth annual report to your body, 
rejoicing that God has brought us through another year and 
granted strength for work and blessings of Providence and 
grace for enjoyment. 

The Advocate has never missed an issue, except during 
Christmas week, when the printers take their annual holiday. 
Everything has risen in price and made the expenses of the 
office much greater, and many subscribers have failed to pay, 
but the paper has paid its way and is free from debt. The ne- 
cessity for making out this report in time for this issue of the 
paper renders it necessary to count to December 1st as the end 
of the Advocate fiscal year, and we report the total of receipts 
from all sources $2891.34, and the total of expenses $2420.10, 
making a balance for editor’s salary of $471 .24 for the year. 

This is a very small compensation for the whole time and 
work of your servant, who has resorted to no other means of 
support, but given all to God in your service. But there has 
come the evidence of God’s blessing on the paper, making it 
the means of converting, edifying, comforting, encouraging, 
strengthening and removing difficulties; and this makes my 
compensation very large and precious. 

The management of the paper has not given entire satis- 
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faction to every one, because of two facts : First, I cannot see 
and think as every one does, but I have acted in all things ac- 
cording to my best judgment in the fear and love of God, after 
careful consideration and earnest prayer for Divine guidance. 

I have done what I was convinced was the very best for the 
cause of Christ. Second, some wish the editor to visit all 
parts of our field and personally work up the interests of the 
paper and preach to the people. That would be an excellent 
plan, if I could carry it out, but it cannot be done by any one 
without sacrificing the character of the paper or disabling the 
man who tries it. I have tried it sufficiently to know that, 
and once came very nearly killing myself in making the ex- 
periment. The making of such a paper as we need requires 
the time of an editor every week in the year, and his attend- 
ance at District Conferences and the Annual Conference is as 
much absence from his office as should be required of him. 
But a much inferior paper does not call for such close atten- 
tion, and that would not give satisfaction. 

Although the time for which I was last elected has not ex- 
pired, I wish to say to the Conference that I do not wish that 
to be in the way of any change that may be desired. My freo 
and full consent is hereby given to the selection of another in 
my place. Self must not stand in the way of the general 
good. I sincerely want God’s will done, whatever it may be r 
and I will stand aside if you so desire.

Church Extension. 

To the President and Members of the Florida Annual. 

Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — In behalf of our Con- 
ference Board of Church Extension, I beg leave to submit 
herewith the annual report of our Board. 

We rejoice in the indications of an awakening to the 
great importance of the work of Church Extension through- 
out the bounds of our connection. 

The Secretary of the Parent Board reports as follows, 
for the year ending March 31st, 1900 : 

Collected on 17th assessment, $64,579.86, being an in- 
crease of $6,929.46. Of the forty-four contributing Con- 
ferences only five paid less than the year previous. Four 
hundred and thirty-eight churches were aided during the 
year to the amount of $108,911.00. The Florida Conference 
has paid to General Board, in the seventeen assessments, a 
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total of $11,419.60, and has contributed to the Loan Funds 
$37.56, making a total of $11,457.16. We have received, in 
the bounds of our Conference: Donations, $27,831.00, and 

loans, $20,600.00, making total received $48,431.00; more 
than four dollars for every one contributed. tJAdd to our 
contributions the sum of $404 . 52 for the present year, and 
the total from our Conference for the 18 years reaches a total 
of $11,824 12 to General Board. The total Loan Fund ad- 
ministered by the General Board has reached the sum of 
$182,933.14, being a net increase of $9,011.60 during the 
past year, yet calls are more numerous for loans than can 
be met by the Board. During the brief history of this 
Board 4,461 churches have been aided by donations amount- 
ing to $811,241.00 and loans amounting to $345,760,00, mak- 
ing a total of $1,157.02. There are still in our connection 
3,584 societies without houses of worship, and many others 
need to build new and better than they have now. Our 
General Board has agreed to make special efforts to raise 
the sum of $15,000 for the rebuilding of our church in Gal- 
veston, Texas, which was wrecked by the disastrous storm. 
In the bounds of our own Conference the past year we have 
raised, for distribution by our Conference Board, the sum 
of $404.52, being an increase of $70.38. Previous collections 
and donations by Conference Board amount to $11,419.60, 
making total of of $11,824.12. We have granted donations 
this year as follows :

These days are grow- 
ing in favor with our Sunday Schools, and yield a fund 
much needed in some parts of our territory. 

We heartily favor the holding of District Sunday School 
Conferences, as they result in increased zeal in teachers and 
superintendents and knowledge of best methods of work. 

As good singing is the life of the Sunday School we 
recommend the Young People’s Hymnal as suitable for use 
in our Sunday Schools. Also the use of Sunday School lit- 
erature published by our own House, 

The organization of Union Schools is to be discouraged, 
as they lead to confusion and strife. 

We note with satisfaction that the General Board re- 
ports an increase in pupils and schools. However, the re- 
ports from the various charges of the Florida Conference 
show a net decrease for the year: No. of schools, 266; No. 

of officers and teachers, 1,704; No. of pupils, 12,642.

Epworth Leagues. 

The report of the General Secretary shows gratifying 
progress. • Five hundred and seventy-seven new Leagues 
have be'en chartered, with an increase in membership of 24,- 
670. The present membership of the Leagues is 251,785. 

The League Reading Course is more widely circulated 
than ever before, the increase being nearly fifty per cent, 
over last year. 

We regret to learn that the Epworth Era is not paying 
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^expenses. It deserves a wider circulation, and seems essen- 
tial to the training of our young people. 

We urge that the pastors use their Leagues in securing 
any deficits which may occur in the Conference collections. 
It will not only increase the collections, but train our young 
people in the grace of liberality. The “Holston Plan” has 
worked well and might be adopted to good advantage. The 
Tampa District has given a practical illustration of its util- 
ity. 

We further recommend that our Presiding Elders, in 
consultation with the District Chairman, hold, in connection 
with the District Conference, an Epworth League Conference.

Temperance. 

Your Committee recognizes the impotency of Confer- 
ence resolutions to stem the tide of corruption flowing from 
the legalized traffic in strong drink, yet desires to restate 
the position of this body, representing, as it does, more 
than 20,000 Methodist citizens of the state of Florida. 

The liquor traffic is still the great power for evil in all 
the land, the blight of domestic happiness, the degradation 
of manhood, the damnation of souls; the corrupter of cities, 
the overthrower of political integrity, the nullifier of the 
laws of the land; and 

Whereas, God's holy word has pronounced woe upon 
the drunkard and upon the drunkard-maker, and 

Whereas, Our disipline speaks plainly against the 
use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, and against any 
participation in its manufacture or sale, therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1st, That we will pray, labor, and vote for 
the overthrow of the saloon, whether legalized or of other 
sort. 

Resolved, 2d, That we will emphasize the teaching of 
our church on this matter, and do all in our power to edu- 
cate the public conscience against the traffic*. 

Resolved, 3rd, That we will labor for the enforce- 
ment of our present laws against the sale of cigarettes to 
d)oys or for boys.

Sabbath Observance. 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance, believing the 
Christian Sabbath to be a sacred and holy institution in- 
tended for all mandkind, and in all ages to be used for man’s 
spiritual and moral growth, note with sadness the growing 
tendency in some sections, especially in our larger towns 
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and cities, to neglect the sacred use and even desecrate this 
holy day, by recreation and business, would affirm our un- 
qualified conviction to be that the Sabbath must be pre- 
served as God’s Word teaches, and as our Church has always 
held and as history has testified, and that we, as a Confer- 
ence, do defend, by word and example, the day as set apart 
for holy purposes, and that we discourage and oppose any 
efforts which may bring the Sabbath into misuse and de- 
stroy its power in our communities. We recommend that the 
ministers preach upon this subject and warn the people 
against the growing evil; that they encourage all proper 
means and agents which are being used and working to this 
great end. We especially recognize the work of the Sunday 
League of America, represented at this session of our Con- 
ference by Edward Thomson, L. L. D., of Atlanta, Ga., its 
agent, and that we co-operate with this inter-denomination- 
al organization in its efforts to preserve the old tried Amer- 
ican type of Sunday. We learn that Dr. Thomson has ar- 
ranged to devote the month of January next to this state r 
and having examined some of the literature and methods 
used by him, we believe it advisable to assist and encourage 
him in this work, so far as possible, by co-operating with

CONFERENCE MEMOIRS. 



William C. Collins. 

Rev. William C. Collins was born in Browns- 
ville, Tenn., Oct. 6, 1837, and was called to his re- 
ward in heaven from Salem church, in Gadsden 
county, Fla., Nov. 8, 1900. 

Brother Collins was converted in his twelfth 
year, and was admitted on trial in the East Texas 
Conference when 20 years of age, in the year 1857. 
He was married to Mrs. Perryman the 23d of De- 
cember, 1864, with whom he lived happily until sep- 
arated by death. Four children — three sons and one 
daughter — survive their father, to be a stay and 
comfort to their lonely mother in her declining 
years. 

Brother Collins was a member of the East Texas 
Conference for seventeen years, and of the West 
Texas Conference two years, from which he trans- 
ferred to the Florida Conference in the year 1875. 
The minutes show that he labored in the following 
fields while a member of the Florida Conference: 
Leon, 1876 to 1877 ; Columbia, 1878; Waukeenah, 
1879; Madison, 1880,1881 and 1882; Sumter, 1883 
and 1884; Marion, 1885 and 1886; Anthony, 1887; 
Blue Springs, 1888; Cedar Grove, 1889; Lady Lake, 
1890 and 1891; Sumter, 1892 and 1893; Bowling 
Green, 1894 and 1895; Newnansville, 1896; Wau- 
kulla, 1897 and 1898; Concord, 1899 and 1900. From 
the above appointments it will be seen that our de- 
parted brother did a great deal of hard work without 
any hope of earthly reward; having never possibly 
in his entire ministry received much above a mere 
living. Yet uncomplainingly he went forward until 
he finished the work with joy that was given him to 
do. 
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The unanimons testimony of his brethren is 
that he was a man of great sweetness of spirit, gen- 
tleness of manners, of entire devotion to his minis- 
terial duties, and wholly devoted to God. 

After groaning for years to be made perfect in 
love, he entered into that blissful experience. 

The thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians was 
his ideal of Christian character, and he realized his 
ideal as few men have done. The writer has seen 
him when his face fairly shone with light from the 
upper world. He was a faithful, earnest and suc- 
cessful preacher of the Gospel . 

There is much to be desired in the manner and, 
time and place of his passing away. On the Sab- 
bath, and in the house of God, where he had so often 
preached Christ and Him crucified, with only a few 
moments of pain, “he ceased at once to work and 
live.” It is still true our people, and, I will add', our 
preachers, die well. 

What a transition for our brother from the toils 
and hardships of earth to happiness and holiness in 
heaven ! 

“Oh, may we triumph so, 

When all our warfare’s past, 

And dying, find our latest foe, 

Und«r our feet at last.”

A. Johnson. 

Rev. A. Johnson was born near Savannah, Ga., 
March 18, 1822, and departed this life at Live Oak, 
Fla, January 2, 1900. While yet a child, his parents 
moved to Appling county, Georgia, and while there 
his father died, leaving a widow and six children de- 
pendent upon him. From this time the support of 
the family fell upon his boyish shoulders, but nobly 
did he meet the responsibility. From Appling 
county he removed to Thomas county, Georgia. 

Embracing religion at an early age, he grew in 
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grace and usefulness. The Church, recognizing his 
sterling worth, conferrred upon him the work of an 
exhorter. In this field of Christian activity he con- 
tinued for several years until his removal to West 
Florida, when, in 1856, he was received on trial in 
the Florida Conference. He was ordained deacon 
and elder in 1858. In 1860 he was married to Miss 
Martha Bachlott. 

His health becoming enfeebled, he took a su- 
perannuated relation in 1867 or 1868, and moving to 
Live Oak, he began farming, which pursuit he fol- 
lowed to the close of his useful and holy life. In 
1874 his wife died, leaving to him the care of eight 
children, all of whom, save one who died in infancy, 
he reared in piety and honor, and they now survive 
him. 

Our departed brother possessed many noble 
traits of character, an abhorrence of debt being 
very conspicuous. It is said by one of his honored 
sons that his father never owed but ten cents in his 
life, and this debt was contracted while he was yet a 
boy. He lived up to that wise rule of the Discipline: 
never buying anything on credit, nor countenancing 
the doing of it by any of his family. 

As a preacher, Bro. Johnson was said to have 
been plain and direct, and while his ministry in the 
Conference extended over but a few years, the influ- 
ence of his godly life was as good seed sown in good 
ground, and it abides until this day. Humble and 
modest and retiring, one could only know him after 
long acquaintance. He was one of those men who 
“grew upon his fellows.” Always and everywhere 
he stood for the right, and men knew where to find 
him upon any question agitating the public mind. 

Those who knew him intimately avow their per- 
fect confidence in his purity of life. His consistent 
walk and godly ministrations gave power to his 
words. Now that he is gone from us we recognize 
the void his departure has caused. His end was 
peaceful : in the blessed hope of a glorious immor- 
tality “mildly beamed his glowing eyes, and gently 
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heaved his expiring breath,” and, lo, he was not, for 
God took him.

Thurlow Bishop. 

Rev. Thurlow Bishop was born March 22, 1847, 
in Lancaster county, South Carolina, and died at 
Reddick, Florida, October 23, 1900, having served 
thq Church for 23 years. 

A strong and noble man has entered upon that 
rest of which he spoke and sang, and to which he 
was instrumental in leading many with whom he 
came in contact. Smitten by disease in the zenith 
of his useful and consecrated life, he gathered up 
his feet and departed for the saints’ eternal home 
October 23, 1900. 

Our ascended friend and brother was a many- 
sided man. Beneath a positive and seemingly aus- 
tere exterior there was a fount of humor which, 
when called into action, refreshed and irradiated any 
subject which he might be discussing. Warm and 
genial to his friends, he was nevertheless a just man. 
Differing, as he often did,- with his brethren, he was 
never discourteous or unduly insistent in maintain- 
ing his opinions, but no man knew how to surrender 
with greater grace than he. Naturally combative, 
he was a born gladiator. Had he lived in the days 
of ancient Rome he would have made his antagonist 
sue for mercy — and he would have granted it. 

In the pulpit he was thoroughly at home. No 
god of Olympus had such control of thunderbolts as 
he when assailing evil. Especially was he remorse- 
less when pursuing tbe licensed liquor traffic, and 
yet so tender was he that the drunkard felt the 
warmth of sympathy which welled up in his heart 
for those thus snared by this great immoral octopus. 
Original, incisive, eloquent, he swayed the minds of 
his hearers, and from the preacher’s throne dispensed 
warmth and cheer and comfort to his auditors. 
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His Christianity was of the militant type. He 
was faithful in applying to his own heart the doc- 
trine he preached to others. Faithful and fearless 
and sincere in doing the work of the minister, his 
life impressed all who came within the sphere of his 
influence. His spiritual life was founded upon the 
eternal verities of the Gospel, and his confidence was 
proof against all assaults of evil. 

His early educational advantages were meager, 
but this defect was largely overcome by his ability 
to utilize the facts of nature and observation. Deftly 
weaving his thoughts upon any selected theme with 
skill and spirit, he would advance to a climax which 
at times seemed irresistible. He deplored the con- 
ditions which existed in his childhood and youth, 
preventing his drinking at Pierian Spring deep 
draughts of its magical lore. He determined at his 
conversion to God to be a man, and in this purpose 
he remained steadfast unto the end. He did not 
achieve all he set himself to accomplish, but he did 
well all that came to him to be done. Had he en- 
joyed classical training — with his persistent industry 
and convincing eloquence — he would have stood in 
the high places of Zion and would have been known 
as a great man. 

Many sorrows were his: he knew the place and 
the meaning of Gethsemane. God lovingly com- 
forted him in all his troubles, and he often said he 
had found the promised grace amply sufficient for 
every need of his nature. Warm-hearted, impul- 
sive, Thurlow Bishop has entered the veil where 
death is unknown, and where our Lord’s servants 
behold His face and are like Him.

Samuel E. Phillips. 

Rev. Samuel E. Phillips was born in the year 
1845, and was admitted on trial into the Florida 
Conference in December, 1869, at Lake City, and 
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continued a member until December, 1899; thus 
giving thirty years of unbroken labors to his Church 
and to its great Head. He was an industrious and 
conscientious co-worker with Christ in the spread 
of the Gospel. He served some of the hardest ap- 
pointments, as well as some of the best, including 
Gainesville, Tallahassee, Tampa and Live Oak Dis- 
tricts. 

• Brother Phillips was no ordinary preacher. He 
was a man of firm natural ability and of consider- 
able acquired learning. Many of his sermons were 
of a high order — they were master-pieces of strong, 
orderly thinking. 

Brother Phillips was a good man, and quite 
given up to his heavenly calling from the beginning 
of his ministry, but during the latter part of his 
life his religious experience was greatly deepened 
and enriched, so much so that, as observed by his 
friends, he was an entirely consecrated man, enjoy- 
ing the abiding presence of the Comforter. Our 
learned brother contemplated re-entering the Con- 
ference at this time, having located December, 1899, 
for which he had been recommended by the Live 
Oak District Conference; but his work was done, 
and from his home in Lake City, Fla., after a brief 
illness, he entered into rest, November 6, 1900. 

‘ ‘ Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord 
from henceforth; yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labors, and their works do fol- 
low them.” Earnest prayer is solicited for his 
widow and children.
